citizen an opportunity to read the 
morning newspaper over the break­ 
fast table, and permit business place* 
to get an earlier start on last minute 


I rush orders. 
It is pointed out that most of the 
mail delivered to boxes in the post 
office after IO o’clock in the morning, 
and started out from the office by 
carriers at the same hour, might be 
distributed by 
7 : 3 0 
o’clock 
to 
the 
boxes and sent out by carriers at the 
same 
hour, on the 
first 
morning 
delivery to homes, by merely arrang­ 
ing to have the mail brought from 
H arrisburg by motor car. 
Gettysburg is still getting the same 
sort of mail delivery 
service 
from 
terminal points by slow train that it 
received before the advent of automo­ 
biles and with the office recently ad­ 
vanced to the first class, through the 
support of local business people, it 
is pointed out that the postoffice de­ 
partm ent at Washington ought to con­ 
sider more efficient delivery of first 


1 class m atter from terminals to tn« 
Gettysburg office, which is enjoyed by 
many nearby towns where the I usi- 
ness of the office is not any heavier 
I than here.
